Thought you might like to know. 

I'm a rifle, pistol and archery hunter. Saturday morning I sat on the ground with my bow, on the side of 
a pretty steep hill looking down on "funnel" area. The weather was 35 degrees with an occasional 
swirling breeze. I was snuggled in between a 14 inch maple tree on my left and a windfall oak on my 
right. They were close enough together that I had to turn sideways to draw my bow. 

After about an hour a doe walked out and wandered off on a trail that took her away from my shooting 
lane. Twenty minutes later another doe appeared and repeated the previous doe's every move. Another 
hour passed when a third doe appeared. She was trotting when she came out but quickly stopped and 
started to feed about forty yards from my best shot area. 

I waited and watched as she fed when she suddenly broke into a trot again and cut the distance between 
us in half before she again stopped to feed. She walked as she ate and soon came to the spot where the 
other doe had taken the "wrong" trail. She paused and then again broke into her trot and started right 
toward me. Her speed was quite deliberate and her bearing was perfect. She was soon about four yards 
from where the trail forked and I would have a shot either way she went. 

My heart was gearing up and I was about to go to full draw when she failed to turn but instead 
continued straight up the hill, directly for me. Things were happening so fast I wasn't sure what to do 
next. 

The doe came to within three feet and then in one move, veered to my left, and jumped up the hill. In 
the same instant that I was relieved that she hadn't run over me, I also realized she had stopped. Her 
body was motionless less than a foot and a half away and her head was just out of sight on the other side 
of the tree next to me. Her hind feet were balanced on the same dead branch on the ground that mine 
were on. I'd moved my arrow when she jumped or she would have run into it. There we were, together, 
separated by a tree and your Scent Loc Savannah. I sat for all of 10 or 15 seconds until I couldn't stand 
it any more. I leaned back ever so slightly and looked her straight in the eye. It took her all of a second 
to realize what was what and then she was gone.

I have used your products for years and recently inadvertently used your product turkey hunting. Notice my coat 
and head net. Please read! 



It has taken me 5 years to draw a Nevada Turkey Tag for the Mason Valley Wildlife Management Area 
(MVWMA). A week before the season, I did some scouting to get familiar with the area and I found some 
gobblers. 

Opening day (Saturday) I awoke to food poisoning so I spent Saturday sick at home. 

Sunday morning I met my dad at the MVWMA and we went into the area I had previously scouted. We positioned 
decoys in front of us and had a clearing to our left and right where the turkeys could see our decoys. Directly in 
front of us and behind us the brush was too thick for a turkey to enter (or anything else for that matter). 

At about 9:00 am the sun was shining, there was no wind and we were both about half asleep. My dad and I 
were sitting against a tree shoulder to shoulder and to my left I caught some movement. When I cautiously turned 
to see the movement (5' away) I was looking a mountain lion's ear. At the exact instant I turned, the cat leaped 
out of the bushes (10-12 feet) and then leaped one more time (10-12 feet) onto two hen turkey decoys. I couldn't 
move or even say anything as I was trying to grasp what was happening in front of me. My dad grabbed the 
shotgun, fired in the cat's direction and missed. Instantly, the lion turned and ran directly at us. I braced myself 
and leaned back (I thought we were going to get our @ss kicked) as my dad shot again-this time at point blank 
range. The mountain lion fell. 

Holy $*& A %$##@ what just happened? We both stood there in shock for the next few minutes trying to gather 
our senses. It was amazing to both of us that this cat came through, across and over dry leaves, limbs, branches 
and never made a single noisel I will never know how long he was standing 5 feet from my face before his ear 
twitched; furthermore, how many times have cats observed us without us knowing? 

If you know anything about shotgun patterns, the hole in the mountain lion's neck was about the size of a quarter- 
way to close for comfort. A normal shotgun pattern at 10 yards is basketball size. 

This cat is 125 pounds with nothing in his stomach and 6'10" long! As luck would have it, my dad had a lion tag 
that is now filled and I still have an unfilled turkey tag....

direction the wind came from 1 never have any luck at hunting this spot 

Opening day in Minnesota was September 18th (yesterday). Use day was & beautiM 
bright .Minnesota Man summer day, the wind was horrible. It wasn't very strong but it 
could not have coine from a worse direction in relation to the stand I hung up three weeks 
earlier. I decided to trust your suit and hunt in the spot anyway, I did everything exactly 
as your directions said and by 4:30 PM I was up in my stand about 20'-0" off the ground. 
I had a half a mile walk to my stand and 1 always seem to get cold after sitting awhile so I 
had two pairs of therniax underwear on even though it was about 65 degrees and sunny, as 
you can imagine I was sweating alot by the time I climbed into my stand. 

I was surprised to see a ground scrape under my stand this early in the season but I was 
very excited thinking that my hot spot was going to be hot again this year also. The wind 
kepi things swirling as it had the previous years when I tried this spot. On more than one 
occasion deer bad either snorted and disappeared, or stopped on the field and looked up at 
roe befere I got a chance to shoot.

Please allow me to introduce myself as a Wildlife Officer (Game Warden) with 
the Florida Game and Freshwater Fish Commission. I am also the owner of 
Lane's Gun Shop, Chipley, Florida. 

After reading articles about your "Scent Lok" clothing in several outdoor 
magazines, I decided to purchase a set for the upcoming bow season in Florida. 
I have to admit that I was somewhat skeptical about it working, but thought

During our k week archery season, I was able to kill 7 deer. This was by far, 
the best archery season I have ever had.

As promised in my January 30 letter, I'm letting you hear how things have 
gone for me while field testing your. SCENT-LOK products.

All bears live ta a world of scent I have said it before and I will say it 
again. Unfortunately, mm docs not in fact, man is an olfactory rughtmare< 
Not only does he smell bad, a$ in emits odors, but he smells badly, as in can- 
not sense these odors because his nose .is not keen enough, li h with little won - 
der then thai the average hunter finds the biological superiority of 
a bears nose mystifying. In truth, a hunter, any hunter, is outnosed 
by any big-game species he seeks to hunt. Those like bears with 
keener noses are even a greater challenge. 

One way to cry and bring this into perspective is to think of 
dogs. For years I chased around after field trial beagles whose joy 
in life was to sniff cottontail rabbits, A good beagle can follow a 
cottontail's trail through thick and ebm s across water and rocks, all 
for the pore pleasure of it. Remember the movie The Fugitive? 
What about a bloodhound who can scent a man who has passed 
that spot nearly 24 hours before, calk about a cold scent? Talk about 
a hot nose! Man, for all his wisdom and insight; can neither smell 
the bunny nor obviously the man. Fellow hunters, in this depart- 
ment we are virtually unarmed. 

The bad news is there is not much we can do to improve our 
own sense of smell, 'The good news is that we can do something 
about how much scent we leave behind in the woods as we hunt, 
and there- is something we can do to help compensate for the very 



highly tuned nose of bears 
The answer lies in under- 
standing bear behavior is 
relation- to how they Inter- 
pret the scents that fill their 
world, and lemming to use 
this to your best advan- 
tage.

Obvious! y x 
to make proper use of these bant- 
ing aids, and they are just that, an 
aid, even the best scent on the 
market will not be able to com- 
pensate for lack of knowledge or 
errors in the field. Again, the most 
common errors hunters make in- 
volve being winded by the hear 
long before d*ey get into range. 
When using any of these products 
you must think like a trapper be- 
cause* in ail reality, you are trying 
to bring the animal into desired 
position fox a killing shot without 
the trap. The answer again, is to 
learn about and understand how 
scent is distributed and delivered 
on the wind, 
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Any hunter who goes into the woods without trying to get the most 
information on the wind patterns of the area and who does not under- 
stand how temperature changes and topography affects the wind, may 
as well wear a blindfold. Learn the rudiments of ait currents and learn 
how to use lures and scents and you will be able to compensate a bit for 
what '.mother nature has left out of your nose.

Hunting high in the morning as 
the warm air rises helps get your scent out of the 
way, Stay Sow later when the cooler evening «sf 
keeps wind thermal:; closer to the ground. 

A hunter who wishes to arm. himself with a few 
weapons to play the scent game should try -to' team 
about wind and How it works, and they should make 
a determined effort to eliminate as much of their 
awn human scent ss possible by tising one of the 
odor eliminating clothing products available to 
today's hunters.

This book is the combined effort of the researcher/photographer 
Lynn Rogers and author, Jeff Fair, if you can only buy one book 
about black bears. Ibis should be the one! This 1 92-page book con- 
tains 153 stunning color pictures and carries a S-star Customer 
Review* rating from amazon.com customers. If you are looking for 
specific Information on "Ursus Amerfeanus** the American Slack 
Bear, this is the source. This is the most detailed, well pho- 
tographed, and up-to-date book ! know of. It does not portray the 
black bear as a Disneyland character or a demon. It is 100% accurate and the writing is top notch, 
a very enjoyable read! By reading this book you will learn about the behavior, life cycles, language 
and habitat of the black bear. This is not a book about bear hunting, although it does cover hunting 
in a. non-critical way Mr. Rogers and Mr. Fair accept hunting as a necessary management toot and 
explain that hunting Is not endangering the viability of the species. As a hunter, I found this book to 
be exceedingly helpful in understanding the life cycle of the bear, hence, when, where and how to 
effectively hunt Mr. Bear. Of the 10 chapters, the one 1 found most fascinating was Chapter 8, 
"Walking With the Bears", This 20-page chapter deals with a wild bear that had come to accept the 
researcher as part of the bear's immediate family. Mr. Rogers spent several 24-hour periods walk- 
ing behind the bear with his laptop computer recording every move the bear made, ABSOLUTELY 
FASCINATING! This one chapter is mora than worth the minimal cost of the book.

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can't allow myself to go there. 



Before each trip to the woods, and I do mean both morning and afternoons, I shower using 
Scent Killer" Bar and Liquid Soap. I then dry with a towel that has been treated and hanging 
with the rest of the clothes outside, give my underarms a shot of 'Scent Killer* Deodorant and 
dress in my traveling clothes. All this does no good if my breath wreaks, so brushing with 
baking soda and eating an apple are next on the agenda. Now I'm ready to leave, but I place a 
couple garbage bags on my seat to avoid direct contact before I get in the vehicle. 

The Hunt 

Once 1 arrive at my destination, I grab my gear, boots, an extra bag and the sealed bag that 
contains my 'Scent-Lok' suit and any other clothes I will be wearing. At a safe place, located up 
wind from the vehicle, I peal my outer layer of clothes, placing them in the extra bag and dress 
in my hunting clothes. This is also the time when I douse my boots, bow and any other foreign 
objects I'm bringing with 'Scent Killer' Liquid Spray, as well as the crotch and arm pit areas of 
my under garments . After stashing my transit clothes and shoes I'm ready to head into the 
woods. If I am worried about overheating, I'll leave myself unzipped until I get near my stand. 

The only cover scent I usually use is doe urine that is applied to a pair of boot pads. This way I 
can leave a non-cfTensive scent trail to and from my stand and hang them from limbs to help 
mask my odor while on the stand itself. Care must be taken to avoid contacting the scent with 
the 'Scent-Lok' suit. The reasoning here is the suit does not know the difference between 
"good" smells and the "bad" smells. Ideally, the suit is spending all its efforts on absorbing the 
"bad" odors and proper lure care helps achieve this. 

After the hunt has concluded, I change back into my transit clothes and return my hunting 
attire to sealed bags. This includes removing my boots. Often people will go to great lengths to 
treat their clothing, while completely ignoring their boots. Rubber may not absorb or transmit 
odors, but substances such as oil still clings to boots and can leave the wrong scent trail in the 
woods. 

Conclusion 

Congratulations, if you have made it this for, you truly may classify yourself as a bowhunting 
fanatic. I realize that odor control is not the most exciting topic in the bowhunting world, 
however it is one of the most important. This may seem like a lot of effort to some people, but I 
find it absolutely necessary. In the areas where I do most of my hunting, I have to work my tail 
off to get into position to harvest a 120" plus whitetail. If he winds me, more often than not, 
my chance of filling my buck tag that year is nil. Since adopting this method, that has yet to 
happen. The best proof of this system is documented in our video, "The Essentials". The 128" 
buck Joe harvests would have busted him a hundred times over without employing this 
technique. For me, that makes it all worthwhile!

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STANDARD AND TEST USED; Scent-Lok Scent Adsorption, modified to verify the ability to 
regenerate a materials scent adsorption capabilities. Material test specimens were first challenged with 
saturated EMA vapors, and the scent absorption capabilities of the material recorded. The challenged 
samples were then "regenerated" by being subjected to one 45-minute drying cycle. The samples were 
then re-challenged and re-evaluated for scent adsorption. 

AUTHORIZATION; The test was authorized by Mr. Greg Paquin from Scent-Lok Technologies. 

SPECIMEN DESCRIPTION; The tests were performed on a specimen identified by the client as 
Milliken Non-woven Material. 

INTRODUCTION; This report describes the results of Scent-Lok Scent Adsorption, modified to verify 
the ability to regenerate a materials scent adsorption capabilities, performed on the specimen previously 
described, and submitted by Scent-Lok. The Scent-Lok Material sample was received in pristine 
condition on 9/8/04, and the test evaluations were conducted at Intertek located in Cortland, NY on 
9/18/04. 

CONCLUSION; The Sample previously described, submitted by Scent-Lok, was evaluated in 
accordance with Scent-Lok Scent Adsorption, modified to verify the ability to regenerate a materials 
scent adsorption capabilities. Test data and graphs are attached as an appendix (3 pages following).

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DECLARATION OF EVERETT TARRELL 



I, Everett Tarrell, declare that: 

1 . I am currently employed by Cabela's, Inc., a multi-channel retailer of hunting, 
fishing and camping products and accessories. Currently, Cabela's is one of the top three 
retailers within the United States for sales of hunting apparel. 

2. I have been employed by Cabela's, Inc. since 1987. Specifically, I was employed 
as a Hunting Clothing Buyer for nine years and following that I was promoted to Divisional 
Merchandise Manager for hunting clothing for five years. Currently, I am employed as the 
Director of Marketing and Brand Management for Cabela's. In my capacity as a Hunting 
Clothing Buyer and the Divisional Merchandise Manger for hunting clothing for most of the past 
1 5 years, 1 have extensive knowledge of the hunting apparel industry and in particular, the 
development and creation of the odor absorbing hunting apparel market 

3 . To my knowledge, Greg Sesselmann was the first individual to recognize and 
understand the effectiveness of and application of the incorporation of an odor absorbing 
compound such as activated charcoal in a garment of clothing for use by a hunter in avoiding 
detection of the hunter by wildlife using their acute sense of smell. In its promotional materials 
and instructions for use, ALS Enterprises, Inc. ("ALS") taught hunters how to effectively 
eliminate human odors though the use of odor absorbing hunting clothing and then hunt in a

manner so that the chances of the hunter being detected by wildlife through the sense of smell 
would be dramatically reduced. ALS created and sold odor absorbing garments and accessories 
made from an air permeable material incorporating activated charcoal. Further, ALS instructed 
hunters how to wear the garments to substantially surround at least a portion of the hunter's body 
when hunting wildlife to effectively reduce or eliminate their human odor so that the chances of 
the hunter being detected by wildlife through the sense of smell would be reduced. ALS also 
effectively instructed hunters how to reactivate their odor absorbing garments and products 
through washing and drying the item. 

4. To my knowledge, Cabela's was the first national retailer of hunting apparel to 
offer for sale odor absorbing bunting clothing developed and manufactured by ALS. Cabela's 
began sales of these odor absorbing hunting garments in 1 995. 

5. Since its introduction in the marketplace, ALS' introduction of an odor absorbing 
hunting garment and the method of using this product while hunting has resulted in the creation 
of an entirely new subset of the hunting apparel market, namely the odor absorbing hunting 
garment market. To the best of ray knowledge, there were no sales of odor absorbing hunting 
garments prior to 1 990. Following the commercial introduction of theses garments by ALS in 

1 992, this product market has grown to well over Si 00 million in annual sales of odor absorbing 
hunting garment and accessories. Since the introduction of the product by Cabela's in 1995, 
Cabela's has sold and/or continues to sell a variety of odor absorbing hunting garments 
manufactured by entities such as ALS, W.L Gore & Associates, Inc. (manufacturers of Gore- 
Tex™ products), Robinson Outdoor, Inc. and private label products manufactured and sold under 
the direction of Cabela's. 
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6. In my opinion, it is the pent-up demand and the overwhelming need for an 
effective scent control product while hunting that has resulted in the astounding growth of the 
odor absorbing hunting apparel market over the past thirteen years. 

7. One point which must be emphasized in order to put into perspective the level of 
success and achievement in the commercialization by ALS of the odor absorbing clothing and 
method for using the clothing is the fact that Greg Sessclmann started ALS as the sole inventor 
with extremely limited capital, little or no experience in manufacturing clothing products and 
little or no experience in the marketing and sales of hunting products. Tn light of the limited 
resources and experience in the industry possessed by Greg Sesselmann, the success of ALS and 
the creation of the S 1 00 million odor absorbing garment market is that much more remarkable. 

8 . Based upon my nearly 20 years of experience in the retail sales of hunting 
apparel, it is clear to me that one of the most unique improvements and advances in the hunting 
apparel industry during this period of time was the introduction of and method of using of odor 
absorbing garments by ALS. 

9. I have not received any compensation for providing this Declaration, I have no 
interest in the outcome of this matter, no financial interest, ownership interest or other interest in 
ALS Enterprises, Inc., Gregory Sesselmann or the femily of patents or patent applications to 
which US Patent Application Serial No. 90/007,331 is linked.

1 . I hove previously provided two declarations in conjunction with various patent 
applications held by the ALS Enterprises, Inc., and this Supplemental Declaration does not 
replace my earlier Declarations, but rather supplements or expands on the issues I previously 



2. In my previous Declarations, I discussed a variety of practices and procedures 
which I developed in an attempt to contain or conceal my human odor while hunting such as the 
prolific use of baking soda, wearing a silicone swim cap on my head to cover my hair (a 
significant source of human odor), wearing rubber boots while hunting (to attempt to encapsulate 
and contain the odor naturally emanating from my feet), and use of cover scents such as fox 
urine to attempt to mask or cover up my human odor. I began using baking soda more than 20 
years prior to my first use in 1992 of an odor absorbing suit commercialized by ALS Enterprises, 
Inc. (ALS) and began taking measures such as wearing a swim cap, rubber boots, and using 
cover scents for more than 1 0 years prior to my first use of ah odor adsorbing suit 
commercialized by ALS. The introduction of the ALS odor adsorbing suit and use of the odor 
adsorbing suit in conjunction with ALS' odor adsorbing accessory storage bag according to the 



addressed. I reaffirm the statements in my previous Declarations. 
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instructions provided by ALS eliminated the need to take such extraordinary, and largely 
ineffective measures such as my use of baking soda, swim caps and cover scents. 

3 . Since 1 992, 1 have made extensive use of an odor adsorbing suit manufactured by 
ALS Enterprises, Inc. (ALS) while huntiug wildlife and I have also made extensive use of the 
ALS odor adsorbing storage bag in conjunction with an odor adsorbing suit following the 
instructions of use provided by ALS. Based upon my 47 years of experience in hunting wildlife 
and my 16 years of experience as a Professional Staff Hunter, the ALS odor adsorption suit and 
the method of using mis suit in conjunction with the odor adsorbing storage bag comprise 
perhaps the greatest advances in the hunting products industry since I first started hunting. These 
products and methods of using the products addressed a critical need in the industry which 
existed for as long as I have been hunting, namely adsorbing human odors at an effective level so 
that hunters could get within close proximity of wild animals without detection. The ALS 
products and methods of using the products represent a huge leap forward over my various prior 
attempts at effectively controlling human odor to avoid detection by wildlife and the other 
products, practices and procedures which I found available in the hunting products industry over 
the past forty years. 

4. I previously reviewed pages 20 - 22, 86 - 88 and 95 - 97 of Whitetctil Hunting by 

Jim Dawson and more recently have reviewed Dawson's particular discussion of "rinsing" of 

hunting clothes. On page 87, Dawson specifically states: 

He should have rinsed his hunting clothes in (baking) soda and then put them in a 
plastic bag until he was ready to leave camp. This would have prevented the 
domes from picking up the foreign odors such as smoke and cooking smells. 

My interpretation of this use of the term "rinsed" is that Dawson is suggesting that 

the hunter should have washed his doming in a solution of water and baking soda I used baking 
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soda for odor adsorption for over 20 years and previously washed my hunting clothes in a 
solution of water and baking soda in an attempt to remove odors from the clothing. To my 
knowledge, this rinsing of clothing in a baking soda and water solution does not result in baking 
soda remaining on the clothing following the rinsing and drying. Rather, the baking soda 
dissolves in water and this solution adsorbs and removes the odors previously adsorbed by the 
clothing so that when the clothing has been dried, many of the adsorbed odors have been 
removed. However, to my knowledge there is no baking soda remaining on the clothing 
following such a rinse. If there is any residual amount of baking soda which remains on the 
clothing after it has been rinsed and dried, thcu this miniscule amount will not realistically 
provide sufficient odor adsorption of new odors to practically make detection of a person by 
wildlife using its acute sense of smell more difficult. In order to practically make detection of 
the person by wildlife using its acute sense of smell more difficult, there must be a significant 
and appreciable amount of human odor adsorbed and any residual, miniscule amounts of baking 
soda remaining on clothing after rinsing would not provide sufficient, effective odor adsorption. 

Dawson's particular discussion of rinsing of clothing on page 87 also does not 
suggest any residual amount of baking soda available to adsorb newly created odors and does not 
suggest any ongoing odor adsorption by any residual amounts of baking soda following the rinse. 
Rather, Dawson instructs the user to avoid bringing such "rinsed" hunting clothing into contact 
with odors "foreign" to deer, such as smoke, cooking smell and gasoline. Dawson instructs a 
hunter to wash and bag the clothing "until he is ready to leave camp" and discusses "foreign" 
odors adsorbed by cloMtxgprior to hunting (campfire, cooking, gasoline from vehicle). The 
human body constantly produces new odor and nothing in Dawson suggests any residual 
amounts of baking soda available to adsorb odors emanating from the hunter following such a 
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rinse. My personal experience in using baking soda for over 20 years is that a baking soda rinse 
does not provide any residual amounts of baking soda available to effectively adsorb odors in an 
amount to practically make detection of the person by wildlife more difficult especially in view 
of the tact that the human body continuously generates and emits odors. 

5. I have previously attested to the fact that wildlife such as white toil deer and elk 
have a sense of smell which is dramatically more sensitive than the sense of smell of humans. I 
have also reviewed and commented on US Pat No. 3922723 to Popper and in particular the 
discussion regarding "sportsmen" found at Col. 8, line 13-14 and an "accoutermerit" such as an 
odor adsorbing "awcatband." Based upon my understanding of Popper, a sweatband mode from 
or incorporating an odor adsorbing material could provide a hunter wearing such a sweatband 
with some degree of reduction of emitted odor. However, such minimal amount of odor 
adsorbing material in relation to the highly sensitive sense of smell of wildlife such as white tail 
deer, elk and the like, would not practically make detection of the wearer of the sweatband more 
difficult In other words, in order to practically make detection of a person by wildlife using its 
acute sense of smell more difficult, there must be a significant and appreciable amount of human 
odor adsorbed. A similar situation exists with respect to accessory articles that a hunter maybe 
using in close proximity to wildlife because odors may also be emitted from these accessory 
articles. In order to practically make detection of the accessory articles by wildlife using its 
acute sense of smell more difficult, there must be a significant and appreciable amount of 
associated odor adsorbed because wildlife have such an acute sense of smell which is orders of 
magnitude more sensitive than a human' s, 

6. As I previously discussed, for at least 20 years prior to the innovations by Greg 
Sesselmann, I actively tried to adsorb my human odor using baking soda in both washing my

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hunting clothes and sprinkling directly on my clothing. Therefore, for many years prior to the 
publication in 1 982, 1 was already implementing the odor adsorption practices and procedures as 
described in Dawson and the 1990 Outdoor Life Deer Hunter 's Yearbook. For at least 4 or 5 
years prior to the introduction of the ALS odor adsorbing suits (during a time in which I was 
actively hunting, using baking soda and implementing other odor control measures such as the 
use of a swim cap) I had specific knowledge of the odor adsorbing characteristics of activated 
charcoal. During this point in time, I purchased a piece of commercial air handling equipment 
having an activated charcoal filter, where the primary purpose of equipment was to eliminate a 
noxious odor generated by a commercial printing operation. The activated charcoal filter 
successfully eliminated a noxious odor generated from a commercial printing operation. Despite 
my specific knowledge of the benefits and characteristics of activated charcoal with respect to 
odor adsorption and my keen interest and extensive experience in odor adsorption in hunting 
applications, I never identified activated charcoal as a suitable odor adsorbing material for use in 
an article of hunting clothing or for use in an accessory storage bag for hunting articles. 

7. I am currently retained as a Professional Staff Hunter by various manufacturers of 
hunting products and have been engaged in this capacity by at least ten different manufacturers 
of hunting products, one of these manufacturers being ALS Enterprises, Inc. I have not received 
any compensation for providing this Declaration, I have no direct interest in the outcome of this 
matter, no direct financial interest, or ownership interest in ALS Enterprises, Inc., Gregory 
Sesselmann or the family of patents or patent applications to which US Patent Application Serial 
No. 90/007,331 is linked.

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SUPPLEMENTAL DECLARATION OF KEITH EDBERG 

I, Keith Edberg, declare that: 

1 . Previously, I provided a declaration In support of a patent application held by the 
ALS Enterprises, Inc., and this Supplemental Declaration does not replace my earlier 
Declaration, but rather supplements or expands on my earlier testimony. I expressly reaffirm the 
statements in my previous Declaration. 

2. In my previous declaration, I specifically identified my employer, Robinson 
Outdoors, Inc., as one of the top three manufacturers in the US of scent control products and 
specifically identified odor adsorbing clothing and accessories as some of the scent control 
products manufactured and sold by Robinson Outdoors. In particular, Robinson Outdoors 
manufactures and sells a variety of articles of clothing such as jackets, pants, gloves, hats 
headcovers and the like which incorporate an odor adsorbing material, particularly activated 
carbon which is secured to an underlying air permeable material by a bonding agent, specifically 
adhesive. Similarly, Robinson Outdoors manufactures and sells storage bags which are formed 
of an air permeable material to which an odor adsorbing material, particularly activated carbon is 
secured by a bonding agent, specifically adhesive. 

3. In our promotion and sales of our articles of clothing and storage bags integrating 
an odor adsorbing material as described above, Robinson Outdoors specifically provides 
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instructions as to the manner of use of these complementary products, particularly when hunting 
wild game and attempting to avoid detection by wildlife through the sense of smell. 

4. Robinson Outdoors has met with significant commercial success in the sales of its 
articles of clothing and accessory storage bags integrating an odor adsorbing material as 
described above. In 1996, Robinson Outdoors had $0 in sales of these products. In the 10 year 
period of time from 1997 to 2007, Robinson Outdoors was able to sell approximately 

$ 1 20,000,000 (estimated retail sales) of its articles of clothing and storage bags integrating an 
odor adsorbing material as described above. 

5. An example of the promotional materials created by Robinson Outdoors and used 
for many years in conjunction with the promotion and sales of its articles of clothing and storage 
bags integrating an odor adsorbing material is seen in the attached Exhibit 1 . As seen in this 
excerpt from our web site "U of Stink," Robinson Outdoors has provided instructions to 
consumers to use odor absorbing articles of clothing in conjunction with an odor absorbing 
storage bag. These materials also provide instructions to users on the process of regeneration of 
their used odor adsorbing articles. While the particular excerpt included in Exhibit 1 includes a 
copyright date of 2005, it is my understanding that since its introduction of these products, 
Robinson Outdoors has consistently provided similar recommendations for the simultaneous use 
of odor adsorbing clothing and storage bags and product regeneration. 

6. As mentioned in my earlier Declaration, I have more than 35 years experience in 
hunting wildlife and have been employed in hunting products industry for over 22 years. Over 
this time, I have seen numerous new product introductions and marketing campaigns for hunting 
products, some of which have been successful and some of which have failed. In my opinion, 
ALS Enterprises, Inc. has experienced overwhelming commercial success since its marketplace 
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marketplace introduction of its odor absorbing products in 1992. However, I do not attribute this 
success to an overly effective marketing campaign. Rather, it is my opinion that ALS's success 
is primarily the result of the technological innovations embodied in ALS's products and 
procedures for using its products in combination with significant consumer demand for effective 
human odor adsorption. The commercial success of ALS in the sales of odor adsorbing clothing 
and accessory storage products has been bolstered by the commercial success of licensees such 
as Robinson Outdoors. 

7. I have not received any compensation for providing this Declaration, and other 
than my employment with Robinson Outdoors, I have no direct financial interest in the outcome 
of this matter or ownership interest in ALS Enterprises, Inc., Gregory Sesselmann or the family 
of patents or patent applications to which US Patent Application Serial No. 90/007,331 is linked.
